GETTYSEI-FO, Pa., Juneo.—An immense j 


crowd of veterans and others gathered on 
the bnttle field today to witness the 
unveiling of the 
splendid equestrian 


statues erected by the state of Pennsylva- 
nia in honor of the memory of George 
Moade and "Winfleld S. Hancock. 


The ceremonies began with the unveil- 


ing of the Mc&de memorial at 10.30 o'clock. 
This waa performed by » grandson of tbe 
dead hero, bearing the same name. As 
the drapery fell from the beautiful statue, 
light battery C., U. S. A., fired a salute- 
Dedicatory services followed conducted 
by Meade post. No. 1, G. A. K. General 
Gobin on behalf of the commission which 
supervised the erection of the statutes 
formerly transferred the memorial to 
Governor Hastings who received it on be- 
half of the state. The oration was de 
livered by General David McMurtrie 
Gregg of Reading, the famous comman- 
der of the second cavalry division in the 
battle of Gettysburg. This concluded 
the Meade ceremonies. 


At 2 o'clock this afternoon the Hancock 


statue was unveiled. The ceremonies 
were much the same as those of the Meade 
unveiling-. Battery "C" fired a salute and 
Gobin transferred the statue to the state. 
Governor Hn sting accepted it. The ora- 
tion was delivered by General Henry H. 
Bingham who was on Hancock's staff at 
Gettysburg. A hundred Grand Army 
men who attended the annual meeting at 
Chatnberaburg stopped here on their way 
home to participate in the ceremonies. 


Among thf distinguished men present 


were Major General Nelson A. Miles, com- 
manding U. S. A., General Crooke who 
commands the department of the Platte, 
Colonel George Meade, son of General 
Meade, Colonel Findley Anderson of New 
York, and many others. 


The statues unveiled today are very 


handsome pieces of work. 
They 
are 


erected at the state's expense, costing 
over $100,000. The work was begun two 
years ago under the direction of a state 
commission.

There is little possibill ty of independence 


In speech or notion. The police aro always 
•t your elbow, and woe to you if you do 
not carry out their injunctions to the let- 
ter. 
There has lately bcon a striking il- 


lustration of the power of tlio police In 
Vieunu, anil certainly their power is not 
less in the Gorman empire. In both cases 
they are protected almost beyond the possi- 
bility ol conviction by the so called Dieust- 
Kid, or service oath. If I remember right- 
ly, this ontli is held to be equivalent as 
evidence to the oaths of five independent 
witnesses—that is to say, to disprove a 
policeman's story you must find six inde- 
pendent witnesses to testify to your version 
of the facts. 
As this la, in U9 cases out of 


100 Impossible, the policeman is master of 
the situation. Ho is ia his wny nu nuto- 
crat and can be as arbjftary as h« pleases. 
I am bound to add that, from what I hnve 
seen of the Prussian police, I should say 
they are, as a body, anxious to do thoir 
duty properly, but thay have very little of 
the forbearance which is so niarked a char- 
acteristic of the English constable. They 
do nut understand argument, much less 
contradiction. Bach bears a sword and 
has no idea of bearing it in vain. In all 
this lie is supported snd encouraged by the 
hipher authorities. 


The. police, consisting of old soldiers, are 


to all intents and purposes a military force, 
and are meant to terrorize the masses. To 
refuse to obey their orders, even i£ unjus- 
tifiable, is n very grave offense; actually to 
resist them is a crime puuisBed with far 
greater severity in Germany than in Eng- 
land.—Contemporary Review.

Lived Without a Brain. 


A Williamsport man has surprised the 


scientists by living for years without a 
brain. John Bly, aged SO years, who died 
recently, hud suffered for a long time with 
a tumor, which grew into the very base of 
the brain and occasioned his death. The 
growth had a visible effect upon his brain, 
and the case became a curiosity to the 
medical profession. 
Tho tumor was im- 


bedded too deeply into the brain tissues to 
admit of an operation. It was found that 
the tumor was nearly as largo as a billiard 
ball. It was so located as to demoralize 
the nerves of the sight center, and, as a 
consequeucn, young Bly was blind for over 
three years. 


It was developed at the autopsy that the 


entire brain had boon hollowed out by the 
action of the tumor. The cavity was at 
least 5 inches in length and was filled with 
pus. 
All that was left of the brain was a 


thin shell, composed of the tougher tissues, 
which wore less susceptible to the process 
of decay. When an Incision was made In 
tbe shell, the whole mass collapsed. 


The circumstance which made the case 


almost unprecedented in the annals of 
medical science was the manner in which 
the patient retained his rationality and 
faculties under the circumstances. He had 
tho fcGnsrs of touch, taste, hearing and 
smelj, had very tolerable control of Lls lo- 
comotor uiusclos, could talk, and, in fact, 
was com[iaratively discommoded In no oth- 
er way than by the loss ot vision. His re- 
tention of memory was remarkable. Ho 
was able to memorize poems up to within 
two weeks of his death.—Wllkesbarre Rec- 
ord. 


ProfcMor Sari Kale.. 


Among tho American student) now at 


Heidelberg in professor is more beloved 
than the venerable Karl Knies, the famous 
political scientist and professor of finance, 
who Is now more than 75 years old. Pro- 
fessor Knios, or Privy Councilor Knles, 
as he also is, has been connected with tho 
old university since 1861. He is the typical 
German profossor in appearance, absent- 
minded and caring nothing for the details 
of his dress. 
He has always been partial 


to American students, welcomes them to 
bis classes and pronounces them among his 
best pupils.

ford to investigate the story. When the 
officers arrived at the house all was as 
quiet as a New England village could be. 
Tho only visible light 
came from a 


small hand lamp which was in 
a 


bed room on the north side of the house. 


After repeated knockings and calls for 


"Duffy," the man of all-work about the 
place, the back door was 
cautiously 


opened and the officers followed by three 
reporters entered the room. 


Goodeii'B Condition. 


Qooden was found in his bed room, 


undressed and in the bed. 
His face was 


battered and blood stained, his eyes were 
hardly distinguishable because of swelling 
and his face was so changed that his best 
friend would have had difficulty to iden- 
tify him. 
Sheriff Friak sent for Dr. 


Nichols, and while waiting for his arrival 
the man named "Duffy" was put under 
pressure for what information he could 
give on the subject. 


All Mum at tbe Line House. 


No amount of questioning cunld make 
'Duffy" talk intelligently and he was firm 
in his avowals of entire ignorance of the 
fracas. There were two women in bed in 
a room off from the dining rcx*5i and 
when they were aroused from their pre- 
tended slumber and asked what they 
knew about the shooting they professed 
surprise when informed of the disturb- 
ance. 


More Oflle«rB Arrived* 


While Dr. Nichols was dressing Good- 


en's wounds Sheriff Maloney end Captain 
Farrow arrived on the scene and brought 
news of John Hourahan, the man who 
was shot. 
After being shot he made 


his escape to his home On Ashland street, 
North Adams, where Dr. Mignault was 
summoned. 


Hoiirnlmn'a Story. 


Hourahan was called upon about I 


o'clock by Sheriff Frink and 
Captain 


Dineen and told his story very willingly 
and, if ii true, be narrowly escaped being 
murdered. 


A TRANSCRIPT reporter saw Hourahan 


at his home this morning and obtained the 
version of the row, which is in substance 
as follows: The disturbance originated in 
the yard in front of the "line house" 
about 7 o'clock. Hourahan who worked 
for Gooden said he was coming to this 
city for the evening and for some reason 
or other Gooden objected. The dispute 
in the Iront yard came to blows and after 
Gooden was prostrated with a blow from 
Hourahan he yelled out "ifyou touch that 
horse I'll kill you." Hourahan went to 
the barn in the rear of the house and 
started to harness bis horse. When he 
had nearly finished Gooden came out of 
the back door carrying a double barrel 
shot gun in his hands and boiling with 
rage. He told Hourahan to take bis 
hands off that horse or he would shoot 
him. A moment later and the first barrel 
was discharged 
and Hourahan's right 


hand received a portion of the charge. He 
advanced toward Uooden who was about 
twelve feet away and before he had taken 
two steps tbe contents of the other barrel 
was discharged in his left side and back. 
He fell, overcome with his wounds, and 
Gooden used the gun as a club upon hia 
head. Houraban wrenched the gun away 
and turned the tables by getting Gooden 
down and clubbing him about tb« head. 
The gun was broken at the stock and 
while he was giving his attention to beat- 
ing Gooden, Jess, a notorious woman in- 
jmateofthe house picked up the barrels 
and struck Hourahan on the head. He 
decided to leave and jumping onto his 
horse fled hastily to the next house, 
where he procured a carriage and has- 
tened to his home 129 Ashland street in 
this city.Houraban's Wo unrig. 


Hourahan's left side from bis knee to 


his chest was torn badly with the fine bird 
shot.

Gooden is in bad shape, and may lose 


one of his eyes. His face looks like a raw 
beef steak and his groaning when arrested 
this afternoon was pitiable.

Suffering 


From a Tuberculous Disease of the 


Bone. Amputation Necessary. 


Musi: Return to England. 


There is a sad case at the hospital, 


which, however, is receiving the attention 
of tbe proper authorities, and it is ex- 
pected tbu matter will bs straightened 
out in a short time. 


On September 2j, 
Mrs. Perry came 


to this country from England with her 
daughter Emily, 
tif.een 
years 
old. 


They landed at New York from the steam- 
ship Teutonic, of tlic White Star line. 
They were passed by the immigration and 
quarantine officers, and came to this city, 
where they stopped at the home of a rel- 
ative. 


The girl was lanio when she came, Ihe 


trouble resulting: from scarlet fever, and 
this trouble instead of growing better 
grew worse. The girl finally came under 
the care of Dr. Mignault, who placed her 
in the hospital March 30. She there came 


i under the care of Dr. Simpson, who found 


her suffering from a tuberculous disease of 
the bones in her leg. It was a case which 
seemed to demand amputation, but it 
was thought best before proceeding on a 
course which would involve considerable 
expense to ascertain who would be re- 
sponsible for the costs. Investigation 
soon disclosed the fact that the girl wag 
neither a city nor a state charge, and us 
her mother was without means, the case 
was reported to the general government 
on April 14. An immigration inspector 
came 
on 
from 
Boston, 
and 
after 


ascertaining the facts said tbat the girl's 
expenses would be paid out of the immi- 
gration fund by the government Irom the 
time the case was reported to a year from 
the time the girl landed, after which time 
she would have to be cared for by the | 
state. 


Since then Mrs. Perry has decided to 


return to England with the cirl. Mrs. 
Perry has a husband there, but it is said 
they have not lived together for some 
years. The mother and girl are to go 
back at the expense of the government or 
the White Star line, and they would have 
gone before now but for a mistake in 
some necessary papers, in which it was 
stated tbat they landed in Novcnmbcr 
instead of September. 
This mistake is 


now being rectified and it is expected 


Mrs. 
Perry and her daughter will sail be- 


fore many days. 


The daughter is a bright girl and it is 


sad to think that her suffering has been 
prolonged by the circumstances surround- 
ing the case. Some of the hospital ladies I 
have become much interested in it and 
are very glad that the entanglement is so 
nearly straightened out. There are those 
who feel that if amputation was necessary 
it should have been performed regardless 
of the question of cost, but it is to be pre- 
sumed that those who have had charge of 
the matter have used their best judgment. 


Dr. Simpson says the girl's general 


health has improved since she has been 
at the hospital. Her leg will probably 
have to be amputated, but the mother 
prefers to get back to EngUnd with her 
before this is done, and for the girl's sake 
it is to be hoped the journey may not be 
long delayed.

pewter spoons and brass skimmers, gourd 
dippers and wooden ladles and bowls, 
while the iron candle-stick and snuffer 


| tiayon the hghtstaud aided the firelight 


in casting shadows upon the white walls 
as the lads pared apples or pumpkins tor 
drying, and the elders chopped meat m 
the wooden trays for savory dishes to be 
seasoned with sage and thyme sifted b/ 
ttie girls. Surely none could be idle. The 
father shelled the corn to be carried in 
homespun bags to mill, or whittled birch 
broom* to brush the sanded floor. The 
little folk built cob houses or pounded 
the salt with pestle and motar, ground 
barley for the morning coffee, while the 
mother took the yarn she had spun and 
looked at the dye tub to see that all wae 
right eie they let down the turned up bed 
from the kitchen wall, and took her 
homespun sheets from the

and orderly accounts. 


Alas, that we had not eailier and more 


persistently sought to keep and secure all 
possible of our own historical records 1 It 
is only left to us to strengthen the things 
that remain. Will not every loyal man 
and woman strive to add something to 
our historical rooms, remembering that 
our mayor in pi estntmg a library building 
included "rooms to be used for historical 
purposes " One ol the most energetic 
women of our party made her appeal at 
an old home in Deei field and bought a 
wooden cradle of last ccntuij and secuied 
an old gun of wondious length oi barrel 
to be given to our home collection. All 
know ot the Indian raid upon Deerfield 
m 1703, and the terrible fight and capture 
of the Williams family and others. The 
door of the house with wooden brackets 
and window frames have been pieserved. 
The Indian room—it -vill be impossible to 
write what it contains,—weapons of all 
kinds, stone axes, stone hatchets, gouges,

"Of all the beautiful pictures 


that hang on incmoiv'i wall" I have told 
\oubut a small part, for the ride from 
(jtieenfield down through old toll-bridge 
near the meadows Iragrant with clover, 
tbe singing ol country birds, the roadside 
fimgcd with wild geraniums, Solomon's 
seal, buttercup, aud through the eiuaint 
%>ld town beneath the spreading elms, the 
feeling was tha,t one w as on almost sacred 
ground, as we were piloted by our kind 
hostess to the ancient burying ground, 
tbe old well, the supposed boundaries ot 
the stockage—Williams house, built by 
the people of Deerfield in 1707 for their 
minister after his return from captiv ity. 
A few of us stood under the old elm 
where tbe little ones were supposed to 
have been massacred at that "teruble 
time." WesUpped back and looked up 
reverently into the blanches and felt how 
short v\as the "three score and ten," com- 
pareel with the two centuries it had ehel- 
tured it townsmen. 


We were shown eveiy possible attention 


by the curator and his efficient wife, who 
made the day so filled w ith information 
and spared no pains lor our comfort. The

The police station committee met in 


Judge Bixby's office Thursday evening 
and completed tbe report which they will 
submit to tbe town Saturday. They have 
selected the lam) back of the town hall 
»s a site for tlio proposed station-houae 
which will be a two-story brick building 
with thirty-flve feet front and a depth 01' 
fifty feet. 


On the first floor, a six foot hallway 


runs from the door. The first room on the 
left of the hallway, and iu the noth-west 
corner of tbe building is the main otlicc 
which will measure 13x13 feet. 
On the 


other side of the hallway is a tramps 
room 14x13 feet. Back of the tramp room 
is a detention mom measuring ten feet 
each way. A storeroom 13x12 is back of 
the office. 
Tho whole back part of the, 


building on this floor is the cell-room 
which has a measurement of 33x22 feet. 


The patrolmen's room, 13x16 teet in size, 


is in the northeast corner on the second 
floor. Connected with it behind ia a 11x13 
feet bath-room. There are three rooms on 
the front of the south side which may be 
used as detention rooms or as an emer- 
gency hospital. Behind them is a padded 
cell (ixS feet and a woman's cell room is 
just back of it. 
Oil the north side in the 


rear of the building there is a spare cell 
room, 22x20 feet, which can be used here- 
after if the demands of the town require 
it. The cost of building and furnishing 
the proposed structure will be §5,SOO.

MRS. HARRIET BEECHER STOWE. 


"Trust In the Lord and Do Good" li Her 


Favorite Motto. 


Forty-five years ago it was that Harriot 


Beechcr Stowe wrote her groat slave epic, 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin," and she was thois 
» mature woman of 40. The book appear- 
ed ilrst as a serial In The National Era o( 
Washington, running from June, 1851, to 
April, 1853. For the serial rights she re- 
ceived $300, what seemed to her then a 
good round sum. When the story was 
given book form in the same year, the sale 
was phenomenal, and the result is a part 
of United States history. Three thousand 
copies went off the flrst day, the second 
edition the next week, a third within a 
month and 120 editions within tho year— 
over 300,000 copies. The shy, retiring wife 
of the country professor, familiar with nil 
the exigencies of small nieaus, found her 
royalties in the short space ot four months 
yielding her $10,000. But it must not bo 
forgotten in tho overwhelming dominance 
of "Uncle Tom" that Mrs. Stowo has 
written other powerful and charming nov- 
els. 


Mrs. Stowa can rest from her labors in 


the comforting sense of tho beneficent use 
of a great gift. 
Throughout her long life 


her favorite motto, often spoken and writ- 
ten and deeply felt, has been, "Trust iu 
the Lord and do good." Tho passing of 
such a life when tho hour comes, a life so 
long spared, can have little sorrow. Most 
of her kin, the majority of her friends and 
all her literary contemporaries have gone.

Fifth, furors a 
taritt for revenue only. 
Sixth, opposes 


the union of church and &tate. 
That 


section is a blow at the A. P. A, The 
seventh section is devoted to demmciu* 
tioii of liov. JSracUfy and the eighth 
declares ihe support of the party nomi- 
nee to be the true test of party fealty. 
The last »ection instructs delegates at 
Chicago to rote for Senator J. S. Illack- 
burri for the nomination for president. 
The mini'iity report ommitted the en- 
dorseiTiPi t of lllackburn and declared 
for thu present gold standard, and in 
the aliSfiice of an international agree- 
ment opposed the free coinage of sil- 
vf>i or compulsory purchase of silver 
by the government.

Corbin died last night as a result of in- 
juries received by being thrown from 
hi.i carriage late in the afternoon. 
With his nephew, Corbin Edgell, Dr. 
Paul Kunzier 
and coachman John 


Stokes, Mr. Corbin started on a fishing 
trip at 3 o'clock. On going out of the 
yard at the farm house the horses shied, 
tipping over the open carriage, throw- 
ing the occupants down an enbank- 
ment about eight feet against a stone 
wall. The family saw the accident 
from the piazza and hurried to their 
assistance with the farm help. They 
found Mr. Corbin conscious but terribly 
wounded. 
Hig nephew and the doctor 


were also conscious. 
The coachman 


was unconscious and apparently hurt 
the worst of all. 
They were carried 


to the house and Drs. Cain and Stick- 
ney telephoned for at the village and 
Drs. Tolles and Upham from Clare- 
mont. Mr. Corbin's injuries were at 
once seen to be very serious—a com- 
pound fracture of the right leg above 
and below tha knee, which the doc- 
tors at once declared would necessitate 
amputation above the knee, a fearful 
scalp wound over four inches long on 
the forehead, cut through to the skull; 
one on the right side of the head three 
inches long and the lip and chin cut 
badly. There was no indication of in- 
ternal injury, but he soon became un- 
conscious and passed away at eight 
minutes to 10 o'clock. 


Coachman Al«o Killed. 


Dr. Kunzier was thrown over the 


wall and sustained a broken arm and 
sprained ankle, and Corbin Edgell had 
his leg twice broken between the knee 
and ankle. John Stokes' right leg was 
broken between the knee and ankle, 
and sustained a fractured skull. Stokes j 
died from his injuries about 5 o'clock 
without regaining consciousness. Dr. 
Bull of New York and a specialist from 
Boston were telegraphed for and came 
on a special train, but although every-
